got me thinking back to the time when travelling from 
Sou Bay io Pahokee could be something of an adveture, and 
ore than likely you would have righ it 
e aei PN e right smart of an appetite by 
; esol one time, it must have been along about 1915, while 
g in Okeelanta, an old man stopped off there looking 
for his son. Well, none of us knew his son, but somebody on a 
Passing fish boat told him the boy was at Pelican Point. Since 
Thad a boat, nothing would do but I must take him to Pelican 
Point. I looked it up on a map to see where in the heck it was. 
It was just south of Pahokee and was the old time name for Ba. 
com's Point 

It looked to be tolerably close, about twelve miles, so I told 
the old.boy I would go for five dollars. I wanted an excuse to 
see more of the lake anyway. My boat was nearly new, 16 foot 
and flat bottomed and had a one cylinder 4 horsepower engine, 
two cycle of course. Since it was pretty breezy that day and I 
didn’t want any trouble while on the lake, I cleaned the spark 
plug, smoothed the coil points, filed the timer contacts and oiled 
everything that could need oiling. Then with a raincoat and a 
peiec of oilcloth that had been a table cover, we were ready to 
go. 

Of course, all this took time and it was now about the middle 
of the afternoon, but the boat would make six miles an hour so 
I allowed we ought to be there by first dark. 

It was about four miles to South Bay and we did not notice 
the wind, but from there on it was all open lake and the wind 
was whipping up some pretty respectable waves. Every now and 
again one would splash over and drown the engine. As we neared 
the south end of Torrey we passed close to John Aunapu's big 
black hulled freight boat "N. B. Broward." It was anchored off 
the creek at Emmett McLaughlin's store where some men wer 
ferrying vegetables out to it in a seine boat. 

It was pretty rough going up the west side of Torrey so I cut 
through the Pass to get Kreamer to. windward. It was already 
getting dark. Something must have gone wrong with my arith- 
metic. Six miles an hour times two hours ought to have made the 
twelve miles to the Point. Oh well, maybe the map was wrong. 
Out in Pelican Bay we had to keep way off shore on account of 
shoal water and it was rougher here than before. 

Every wave sloshed us good. The old man, wrapped in the oil- 
skin, sat in the stern where he kept partly dry, but the steering 
wheel was forward and on the windward side and I got the full 
benefit of every dollop. It wasn't long before I was saturateti and 
shivering like a fisherman with the ague. That was bad enough, 
but the boat's exhaust stuck out through a hole in the side of the 
boat and about every other wave would plug that pipe and kill 
the engine. 

By keeping hold of the timer, sometimes I could retard the 
spark and catch an explosion before the engine quit. But three 
times out of four I had to get down and rock that slippery fly- 
wheel until she would start again. It was pitchy dark and that 
wind was coming right off the frozen peach orchards of Georgia. 
After awhile I began to wonder how I would ever know when we 
were opposite Pelican Point, and if we would be frozen to icicles 
when we got there. 

At last some lights twinkled vay off across the bay, so for lack 
of any better target I steered for them. It looked like we would 
never get close to those lights but at last I could see the dark 
line of trees, and then all at once, bless your soul, the iron shoe 
under the propellor began to pound bottom, and it was hard sand 
bottom too. Swinging around to deeper water, I stopped the en- 
gine and dropped the anchor over. 

The bottom was so hard it wouldn't hold, so overboard I went 
and pushed it down good and solid with my feet. The water was 
neck deep but I didn't get a particle wetter than I had been, 
There was a two story house on the ridge so I ambled up and 
knocked on the door.

Neglected Children Can Be taken 
By Court For Placement Elsewhere 


BY GENE DUNCAN 

-Assistant Juvenile Counselor. 

Many people come to this of- 
fice asking about adopting child. 
ren. There have been many iso- 
lated cases when we have 
placed a child in temporary 
custody of someone for subse- 
quent adoption, but these cases 
are the exception and not the 
rule. 3 

It's sad indeed when we rea- 
lize that so many children are 
neglected by their parents to the 
point where our courts have to 
intervene and remove the child- 
ren from their custody. Such re- 
moval is done as dn immediate 
expedient for the welfare of the 
child and ís done with the hopes 
that the parents will make- ef- 
forts to correct their shortcom- 


that we may give is to a licens- 
ed child placing agency. 

When parents receive a child 
from us under conditions of tem- 
porary custody, they must hire 
an attorney and take the case to 
circuit court. If parental release 


Papers are signed by the natur- 
al parénts, the case is fairly 
simple, but otherwise the a- 


dopt has to be pursued over the 
protest of the parent a not 
impossible task, but usually a 
most difficult and time con- 
suming one.. 

Since we are not a child pla- 
cing agency, we do not like to 
take such steps as part of our 
procedure. Much hard feeling is 
created as is shown in the ex- 
ample of disappointed prospect- 
ive parents when they find out 


ings and plan for the return of 
their children. 
Unfortunately, not many par- 


ents make the changes we would 


like to see, and still more un- 
fortunate is the fact that many 
times when we are convinced 
that a favorable change has 
been made, we later find that 
the change was of short dura- 
tion and again have to remove 
the children from their custody. 

On the other hánd, we have 
many qualified parents wh? 
would like to take one of these 
unfortunate- children as their 
own. I receive calls and callers 
every week with such requests. 
It would be nice if we could 
make such changes, but the law 
favors the natural parents. To 
remove a child perraanently and 
place it up for adoption requires 
much proof of inadequacy of 
parents. 

Such proof is not easily at- 
tainable. Adoption laws in this 
state are so strict, that to adopt 
a child through the usual chan- 
nels is a long, drawn-out affair 
and often a futile one. It is far 
safer to adopt through an agen- 
cy, but a difficult task indeed. 

I have placed a few children 
with prospective parents with 
the full understanding that they 
stand a chance of losing this 
child later on. Our court can 
give only temporary custody in 
such cases to individual coupl

Until our laws are revised 
and until such laws give us a 
free hand at child placement, 
we will continue to serve, in 
many cases, as a temporary car- 
ing agency for the children of 
parents who want the relief of 
the absence of their “trouble- 
some” children. 

Such parents are not worthy 
of the children, but we still har- 
bor the vain hopes that they 
will make the changes neces- 
sary to furnish the type of home 
to which God's innocent child- 
ren are entitled.

Observed May 13 


Natioal Tax Freedom Holiday 
year fell on May 13. That 
vas the first day in 1958 on 
which the average American 
could call a dollar his own. All 
he has earned from January 1 
to May 13 he will have to pay 
out in taxes, - local, state and 
federal. 

To pay his share of the fed- 
eral budget alone, the average 
citizen will be nelping build a 
stack of $10 bills to a height of 
421 miles. Noted economists 
point out that the $74 billion 
budget is nearly two and a half 
times our farmers' total cash 
receipts for all of the products 
of American agriculture in 1956. 

As matters stand now, the av- 
erage American is working 
more than four months out of 
the yeu’ to pay the government. 
His totzl tex bill is costing him 
around 35 cents out of every 
dollar he earns. 

National Tax Freedom Holi- 
day was first observed in 1948, 
when the date was April 27. By 
contrast, in 1920 it would have 
been observed on February 28 
and in 1940 on March 27.

A total of 35927 migrant 
farm workers in Florida have 
been signed up for jobs in the

The total makés up 678 crews 
of migrants participating in the

Navigation System 

Palm Beach County Glades 
Airport at Pahokee will become 
an important link in the nation's 
air navigation system with the 
installation of a very high fre- 
quency omni-directional radio 
range by the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration, it was announ- 
ced this week. 

News of the pending instal- 
lation was announced earlier in 
April by local sources. This 
week L. C. Elliot, CAA Region 
Two Administrator said: 

“Engineering surveys have 
been initiated at the air aid site 
and actual construction is plan- 
ned to begin within 90 days.” 

The new aid to air navigation 
is to be part of a vast web, an 
invisible electronic network that 
laces the nation to form the 
Federal Airways System. 

The omni-directional range, 
popularly called the “VOR,” 
will be easily recognized by its 


At Airport 


will be mounted atop a 10-foot 
building. From inside the pro- 
tecting plastic dome, the VOR 
antenna will send out static- 
free radio signals 130 miles in 
all directions. 

Special instruments in an air- 
craft flying overhead will pick 
up these signals and, at a glance 
the pilot can tell if he is on or 
off the course. 

Another important feature of 
the VOR will be its ability to 
transmit helpful weather re- 
ports and special flying condi- 
tions from ground communica- 
tion stations. 


In the near future the CAA 
will add another feature to this 
already capable electronic e- 
quipment. VOR will be equip- 
ped with another measuring de- 
vice for distance, Using this 
feature the pilot can tell just 
how far he is from any given 
point. When added, the VOR
